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vicinity of tin, contact connecting an electrode of the Ihin film transistor to the pixel 
electrode to separate the contact ftom the pixel electrode and to thereby darken the 
correspondingpixel." Takahara only describes that the thin film transistor is cither 
destroyed or separated from the pixel electrode, and does not teach or suggest cutting a 
part of the pixel electrode in the vicinity of the contact. la particular, Takahara describes 
that the YAG la** light directly destroys the TFT 155, which cuts off the TFT 155 and the 

pixel electrode 14 from each other. 

Moreover, claims 1 and 5 have also been amended to clarify the significance of the 
contact Thus, claim 1 also includes the following limitation: "a pixel electrode is formed 
on an insulating layer which is provided on an electrode of the thin film transistor, and the 
electrode of the thin film transistor and the pixel electrode are connected via a contact 
formed through the insulating layer." As such, claims 1 and 5 clarify that the electrode of 
the thin film transistor and the pixel electrode at* connected via a contact and ,t is the pari 
of the pixel electrode in the vicinity of the contact that is cut by a lase, Takahara docs not 
teach or suggest those limitations. 

Moreover, obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or m the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. In « Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071 5 USPQ2d lS96 (Fed. Cir. 1988); In rc Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. 
Cir 19JP> MPISP § 2143.01- In this case, there is no teaching in Takahara that would lead 
one skilled" in the art to produce the claimed invention. In fact, Takahara teaches away 
from Applicants' claimed limitations because Takahara specifically teaches to destroy the 
thin film transistor. 

Claims I and 5 ate patentable over Takahara. In addition, claims 2-4 mclude all of 
the limitations of claim 1 and claims 6-8 include all of the limitations of claim 5; thus, for 
flw reasons stated above, claims 2-4 and 6-8 are patentable over Takahara. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request that the rejections as to claims 1-8 be withdrawn.
